The secre- 
tary of the trea-sury waa diree,u-d that 
ttdiliti' rial force lie sent tlie cy)l lector at 
Santiago, C ab, to assist him in prevent- 
ing Chinese from coming at that point. 
Tlie collector had already arrested 130 
Chinese while attempting to cross the 
border of Mexico into this country. 
These Chinese came over with seven^- 
four otlier Chinamen from Pekin, were 
transferred in the bay at San Ftranoisoo 
and landed at a point in Lower Califor- 
nia, which is undar Mailcan jurisdic- 
tion. Those Chinaman worked their 
wav up and are now, under oorerof 
night, trying to enter the United States. 

Assistant Secretary Tichenor says that 
the Chinese are by every pretext andeaT- 
oring to get into this country from Brit- 
ish America on the north and from Mex- 
ico on the south, and under cover of 
law as merchants, etc., and that tlie ut- 
most exertion on the part of the govern- 
ment can hardly prevent some m them 
from smuggling themselves into this 
country.

Forty New Ones Introduced in the 
■evse Testerday-Lailflft* 
tif OoiBHt. 

The Senate has puseed an aet to amend 

the charter of Vanceburg. 

Forty new bills were introduced in tbe 
Hooae at Frsn kfort yeaterday. 

A bill to forbid Assessors to be paid for 
aseeesmaota made by Saperviaoia ia pend- 
ing. 

An aet to prescribe tbe liability of rail- 
roads for stock killed waa lotfodooad in 
the House yesterday. 

Tbe Seoato yeetoiday paeeed the House 

bill to enable the town council of Augusta 
to isfeuu bonds in aid of uanufactories. 

RepreeantatiTe Ooopar baa introdneod 
a bill to reduce the rate of taxation from 
47 to 45 centJ. A half loaf is better than 
nothing. 

Tbe Frazee bill to provide for the en- 
forcement of judgments againat railway 
companies will be reported farorably and 

pHh.sed by the House, probably this week. 
It is not known what disposition tbe (Sen- 
ate will make of it. 

Representative Frazee thinks it is bet- 
ter t) let the Slate Usee remain what 
they are now than to reduce tbem and be 
confronted with a dt ticit inayear or two. 
He voted to sustain the Qovernor's veto 
of tbe tax reduction bid. 

One of the new bills is to regulate the 
advertisising of judicial sales of property. 
It is a copy of the Kellar bill, which the 
House recently tabled without dchite. 
It contains only slight changes, one being 
to extend tbe limit of sales to be adver- 
tised to all cases where tbe Judgment la 
for $300 or more. 

An important bill now pending is tbe 
one to entahlisl) the Kentucky Reform 
School. The bill directs tbe Governor to 
appoint three commissioners for two, four 
and six years, from May 1, 1890. He is 
authorized to receive by donation or to 
purchase for tbe State from 80 to 820 
acres of laud. The commiaHiuners are 
empowered to erect suitable buildiogaand 
$100,000 is appropriated for the pur- 
pose. Proviwion is made for the control 
of tbe institution, which shall receive all 
boys between »iz and alxteen years of age 
who are decreed by proper courts to he 
vicious and incorrigible. The cummie- 
sionara are to be paid $500 a year.

Mr. Spa'ks aaya that he would persooall}- 
prefer to see Jadge Denny elected, hot 
eome people of his district had pledged 
him to Mr. Bradley and be wee nnder> 
taking to carry oat their #lehee. It te 
said thiit the chief division to whicti Mr. 
Sparks has oeen recently appointed, was 
secured through the instrumentality of 
Judge Denny. It look'i bard tbat Judge 
Denny should lose Mr. Sparks' vote when 
be took the place of J. K. Waiter, who 
was Denny's warm friend, and induced 
him to become a candidate ehot tly after 
the death of Co'oae! (i() )dioe.

The meeting referred to wns to select 
a member to succeed the Ute C )i<)uel 
G lodloe on the National Republican 
Committee.

ANO THER EAST RP^ER BRIDGE. 

To ll« L.ari{er Tli»n the I'reaant On* and 
Aocuininodnts Ballrond*. 

New Yobk, April 9.— The bridge bill 
introduced in the legislature by As- 

semblyinan Crcorge Oreitsinger, of 
Brooklyn, and now on the order of tliird 
reading in the aaseiiibly , reveals a schenio 
of vast proporiioiiw. The bill provides 
for the rai.-,ing of $4(»,(HlO,(KHi for the 
construction of the bridge and it.s ap- 
proaches. 

This sum is $.10.0(K),()00 in excess of 
that provided for in Senator Mc( arren's 
bill which met its death recently in the 
senate. The amount named iu Senator 
McCarren's bill was thought suilicient to 
ereci a susiM^nsion bridge similar to the 
present structure. It is rumored in 
various circles that the purpose of the 
bill behind the Uretsinger scheme is to 
secure the right to erect the structure 
and then dispose of it to capitalists. 
The magnitude of the enterprise, how- 
ever, makes these rumors unworthy of 
credence. 

It would be less difficult to dispose of 
a franchise calling for an expentliture of 
|10,UUO,OOU than for one in which ^0,- 
000.000 is the amount named. Investi- 
gation proves that there is soinethiug 
more than a suspension bridge for the 
accommodation ot New Yorkers and 
Brooklynites behind the pro;ect. It is 
•aid that the effect of the passage of the 
measure wotild be to eateblialt a direct 
railroad ooniinunieation between Brook- 
lyn and the west and render Brooklyn 
Independent of New York tor its com- 
mercial prosperity. 

A structure higher, heavier and 
•tronger than the present bridge and 
embracing some of thu principles of the 
cantilever bridge is provided for. It is 
so designed tiiat up to a certain point 
the structure would become firmer as 
the strain -ncreased, and this adapts it 
for bearing the weight of heavy passen- 
ger and freight trains drawn by locomo- 
tives of ninety tons. It is proposed, it 
is said, to continue the tracks from the 
New York terminus of the bridge to the 
Grand Central depot, thus secunng cou- 
nection with tt>e New York Centrd, the 
Harlem and tlie New Haven roads.
